Thursday,  May  13,  1858. 

This  being  the  day  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Eorty- 
Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  ISTorth  Carolina,  the  Bishop,  with  the  attend- 
ing Clergy  and  Laity,  assemhled  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton.

Nov.  3d,  at  Bath,  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

5th,  at  Marlborough,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

6th,  at  Wilson,  I  preached,  and  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

16th,  at  Wilmington,  I  confirmed  a  person  in  private.  I 
thence  went  to  the  meeting  at  Montgomery,  in  Alabama,  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  proposed  Soutl]ern  University.  The  meet- 
ing was  a  pleasant  one,  and  much  interest  was  evinced  in  the 


object.  The  onlj  business  of  importance  accomplished,  was 
the  selection  of  a  location  for  the  Institution.  The  point  chosen 
was  Sewannee,  in  Tennessee,  a  place  which  was  very  much 
urged  by  those  of  the  Trustees  who  had  made  themselves  most 
conspicuous  for  their  zeal  and  efficiency  in  advancing  the  enter- 
prize.  Since  that  time  a  very  liberal  charter  has  been  granted 
to  the  Trustees  by  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee.  Owing  to  the 
extreme  pecuniary  embarrassment  under  which  our  whole 
country  has  been  suffering,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  defer  for 
a  time  the  attempt  to  procure  an  endowment  for  the  Institution — 
an  attempt,  which  one  would  hope,  must  be  successful  when 
made,  for  this  University  promises  not  to  be  of  great  benefit  to 
the  South,  but  to  all  those  high  interests  of  learning,  morality 
and  religion  throughout  our  entire  country,  which  the  Church 
is  bound  especially  to  have  at  heart. 

Dec.  13th,  at  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  in  the  morning,  I  bap- 
tized an  infant  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon.  Dr.  Smedes 
preached,  and  I  confirmed  two  persons.

1858,  January  9th,  P.  M.,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Rockfish. 

10th,  I  preached,  morning  and  evening,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Fayetteville;  at  the  last  service  confirming  24  persons,  of  whom 
two  were  colored. 

11th,  12th,  13th,  on  the  evening  of  these  days  I  preached  in 
the  same  Church. 

19th,  I  baptised  an  Adult  in  private,  in  Wilmington,  and  on 
the  21st  confirmed  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to 
the  same  person. 

27th,  I  preached  at  Kinston,  and  in  the  afternoon,  after  a 
sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haughton,  I  confirmed  one  person. 

28th,  I  preached  again  at  Kinston,  and  on  the  evening  of  the 
same  day  performed  a  marriage  in  Kewbern. 

29th,  P.  M.,  1  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Newbern. 

30th,  I  preached  at  St.  Thomas's,  in  Craven  County. 

3l8t,  I  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  adntinis- 
tered  the  Holy  Communion  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  two  of 
whom  were  colored.  On  the  same  day  I  confirmed  one  in  pri  vate. 
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Feb'}'  2(1,  Mr.  Ilaiigljton  preaclied  in  the  afternoon  and  I  at 
niglit,  in  St.  Paul's  Cliui'ch,  Beaufort.  Tliis  Cliurclij  tbongh 
not  yet  quite  finislied,  was  in  such  condition  as  to  be  fit  to  be 
used  for  public  worship.  Of  good  size  and  striking  appearance, 
it  is  a  reniaikable  instance  of  wiiat  may  be  accomplished  by  tlie 
zeal  and  ])c>rseverence  of  an  earnest  woiking  man.  When  tlie 
Ministei-  now  in  Beaufort  estabiished  hiinself  there,  less  than 
three  years  ago,  there  had  been  neither  Clergyman,  nor  Church, 
noi'  Congregation,  fc>r  more  pej'haps  than  seventy  years.  Oc- 
casional services  liad  been  held  by  Clei'gymen  visiting  tho 
place,  and  the  Eev.  Mr.  Rolfe,  while  in  the  Diocese,  had  done 
Missionary  dut}'  there,  and  collected  some  money  to  build  a 
Church.  The  Rev.  William  N.  Hawks,  now  of  the  Diocese  of 
Georgia,  liad  also  occasionally  done  service  there,  as  opportu- 
nity was  afforded  him,  while  he  was  residing  in  Newbern.  Yet 
there  being  no  house  of  worship,  no  organized  congregation, 
and  no  continuous  services,  vei'y  little  was  or  could  be  effected 
by  these  occasional  efforts;  so  that  when  the  ])resent  Minister 
took  up  his  residence  in  the  town,  there  was  but  one  Commu- 
nicant and  that  a  fenjale,  herself  a  new-comer.  Within  a  short 
period  he  lias,  in  that  community  where  the  Church  was  scarce- 
ly known  except  as  a  tradition  of  the  past,  establislied  a  Con- 
gregation, a  Sunday  School,  a  Day  School,  and  now,  with  the 
aid  of  the  money  previously  collect^jd  by  Mr.  Rolfe,  of  some 
libera]  contributions  from  Newbern,  of  an  appropriation  of  five 
hundred  dollars  from  the  Churcli  Building  Society,  and  of  some 
benefactions  from  individuals  in  other  quarters,  he  lias  in  use  a 
Church  which  would  be  an  ornament  to  any  village  in  tlie  State. 

3d,  In  this  Church,  Mr.  Ilaughton  preached  in  the  morning 
and  I  at  night, — at  the  latter  service  confirming  one  colored 
person. 

17th,  I  married  in  Wilmington  two  couples,  both  of  colored 
people. 

March  12th,  I  read  prayers,  and  ])reached,  morning  and 
night,  at  Clinton,  baptized  an  Adult  and  three  children,  confirm- 
ed one  {)erson,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  A 
Church  has  long  been  in  contein];latii)n  liere,  and  a  consider- 
able subscription  made  toward  it,  and  it  is  now  determined  to 
proceed  at  once  to  its'erection. 

14th,  i;t  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Goldeborongh,  I  jireached, 
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morninoj  and  night,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
confirmed  two  persons.  This  beautiful  Church  is  not  yet  ready 
for  consecration,  having  a  small  debt  resting  on  it,  and  not  yet 
being  completed  in  tlie  interior.  Tiio  congregation  is  contia- 
nally  increasing,  liowever,  and  its  prospects  are  very  encourag- 
ing. 

16th,  I  preached,  morning  and  evening,  at  St.  Mark's,  Deep 
River,  in  Chatham  County. 

18th  and  19th,  I  preached  three  times  at  Pittsborough,  and 
confirmed  seven  persons. 

20tli  and  21st,  I  preached  twice  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  and  once  in  tlie 
Chapel  of  the  Universitj",  to  the  Faculty  and  Students,  who 
formed  a  very  large,  a  very  attentive,  and  certainly  a  very 
interesting  congregation. 

22d,  P.  M.,  I  preached  in  Hillsborough. 

23d,  A.  M.,  I  preached  in  St.  Mary's,  Orange  County,  and 
in  tljo  evening,  again  in  Hillsborough,  then  confirming  two 
persons. 

24th,  P.  M.,  I  preached  at  Graham. 

25th,  I  had  service  and  sermon  at  Greensboroughj 

26th,  at  Lexington. 

27th,  at  Salisbury. 

28th,  at  the  latter  place,  I  preached  twice,  confirmed  twelve 
persons,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

29th,  P.  M.,  preached  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Mocksville. 

30th,  I  preached  in  the  same  Church,  confirmed  one  person, 
and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the  evening,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Wetmore  preached. 

31st,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  at 
St.  Andrew's,  Rowan  Co. 

April  1st,  at  Christ  Church,  Rowan  Co  ,  I  preached,  confirm- 
ed five  persons,  of  whom  two  were  colored,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

April  2d,  Good  Friday,  at  St.  James's,  L-edell  County,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Tiiese  last  two  services  were  performed  in  Ifery 
bad  weather,  and  to  congregations  which  on  that  account 
were  much  smaller  than  usual. 

April  4th,  Easter  Sunday,  I  preached,  morning  and  evening, 
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at  Charlotte,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  This 
Parish  had  been,  just  before  ray  arrival,  made  vacant  by  the 
removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hewitt,  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 
It  has  a  new  Church  which  is  probably  by  this  time  ready  for 
use.  Heretofore  the  congregation  could  not  increase,  for  the 
building  in  which  they  worshipped  could  accommodate  only  a 
handful.  It  is  now  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  growth  corres- 
ponding with  the  increasing  population  and  prosperity  of  the 
town.  They  can  scarcely  have  a  minister  to  whom  they  will 
be  more  attached,  than  the  one  they  have  lately  lost. 

April  5th,  P.  M.,  I  preached  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Ealeigh, 
and  confirmed  sixteen  persons  belonging  to  the  school.  It  was 
the  first  time  in  which  I  had  taken  part  in  the  worship  at  the 
new  Chapel,  and  I  was  gratified  by  its  beauty,  its  appropriate 
arrangements,  and  its  adaptation  to  its  purpose.  I  need 
scarcely  repeat  here  my  conviction  of  the  exceeding  value  of 
the  service  which  has  been  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Christian 
education,  and  indeed  to  all  the  best  interests  of  society,  not 
only  in  this  State,  but  through  a  large  portion  of  the  South,  by 
this  Institution. 

7th,  8th,  9tb,  10th,  in  the  evening  of  each  of  these  days,  I 
preached  in  St.  James's,  Wilmington,  and  on  the  evening  of 
the  11th,  confirmed  in  that  Church,  fifty-one  persons,  of  whom 
two  were  colored. 

13th,  I  preached  in  the  same  Church.  And  again  on  the 
evening  of  the  16th,  I  preached  in  it,  and  confirmed  ten  other 
persons  of  whom  two  were  colored,  thus  making  sixty-one  in  a 
few  days.  This  gratifying  result  has  been  owing  to  the  use  of 
no  unauthorized  and  irregular  means  on  the  part  of  the  Eector 
of  that  Church,  but  under  the  blessing  of  God,  to  frequent  ser 
vices,  to  plain,  earnest,  practical  preaching,  and  to  assiduous 
and  afl'ectionate  pastoral  intercourse.  When  to  these  sixty-one 
are  added  seven  whom  I  have  confirmed  in  the  Chapel  in  which 
I  usually  officiate  when  at  home,  and  three  in  private,  there  is 
an  aggregate  of  seventy-one  persons  during  the  year  in  that 
town,  where  our  Church  has  the  regular  service  of  but  one 
Cle%yman.  This  is,  I  think,  a  remarkable  and  most  cheering 
result. 

April  18th,  I  preached,  morning  and  afternoon,  at  Trinity 
Church,  Scotland  Neck,  administering  confirmation  on  both 
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occasions,  first  in  the  congregation  of  whites  to  ten  persons,  and 
afterwards  in  that  of  the  blacks  to  one  person.  This  was  my 
second  visitation  to  this  Parish  during  the  year,  and  the  con- 
firmations in  it  have  amounted  to  twenty.  Nowhere  in  this 
Diocese,  since  I  have  been  its  Bishop,  has  a  Parish  grown  and 
strengthened  more  than  in  this  locality,  and  while  I  attribute 
much  of  this  under  God  to  the  faithful  and  unwearied  labors  of 
the  Minister,  and  the  cordial  affection  reciprocally  felt  by  him 
and  his  congregation,  I  do  not  attribute  it  entirely  to  these  in- 
fluences. Much  is  due  to  the  enlightened  christian  liberality 
of  the  congregation  themselves.  They  have  erected  for  the  wor- 
ship of  God,  a  large  and  handsome  brick  building,  instead  of  a 
small  one  of  wood;  they  have  provided  it  with  Organ  and  bell 
and  spacious  Church  yard.  They  have  thrown  it  open  to  the 
whole  com.munitv;  they  have  provided  good  music; — the  beauty 
of  our  Ritual  is  made  to  appear.  Aliens  from  the  Church 
come  from  curiosity  it  may  be,  are  received  as  having  equal 
rights  with  those  who  built  the  house,  are  struck  by  a  service 
so  different  from,  and  so  much  more  solemn  and  attractive  than 
any  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed,  and  resolve  to  come 
again.  The  result  has  been  that  in  three  years,  the  congrega- 
tion has  trebled;  the  Church  thought  to  be  unnecessarily  large 
when  it  was  built  is  found  too  small;  the  number  of  persons 
seeking  its  privileges  and  ordinances  is  greatly  increasing,  and 
the  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual  interests  of  the  entire  com- 
nnmit}'  advanced,  and  this  too,  in  a  rural  region,  afar  off  from 
any  one  even  of  our  small  towns  and  villages. 

19th,  P.  M.,  I  preached  to  the  slaves  on  Mr.  H.  K.  Bur- 
gwyn's  estate. 

20th,  I  preached,  morning  and  evening,  at  Jackson. 

22d,  I  preached,  morning  and  evening,  at  Murfreesborough, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 
On  this  occasion  service  was  performed  in  the  handsome  Church 
recently  erected  there,  but  far  from  being  yet  completed. 

24th,  I  preached  at  Woodville,  in  Bertie  Co. 

25th,  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Windsor,  and 
confirmed  five  persons,  of  whom  one  was  colored. 

27th,  I  preached  at  Williamston,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

28th,  in  Grace  Church,  Plymouth,  I  preached  twice,  admin- 
istered the  Communion  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
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29tb,  in  St.  Luke's,  Washington  County,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

30th,  I  preached  at  a  school-house  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mur- 
phy has  been  holding  Missionary  services,  on  the  Sound  iu 
Washington  County,  and  there  confirmed  three  persons. 

May  Ist,  at  Columbia,  in  Tyrrell  County,  I  preached  to  a 
very  good  congregation.  Here  there  had  never  been  before, 
nor  indeed  any  where  in  that  County,  the  ministration  of  a 
Bishop.  Mr.  Murphy  however  has  been  performing  service  in 
this  village,  once  a  month  for  some  time,  and  a  Church  is  about 
to  be  built.  In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  I  preached  at  the 
Lake  Chapel,  and  confirmed  twenty-nine  persons,  of  whom 
twenty-eight  were  colored,  the  slaves  of  Mr.  Josiah  Collins  and 
of  Mr.  Chai-lcs  Pettigrew. 

May  2d,  at  Pettigrew's  Chapel,  I  preached  in  the  morning, 
confirmed  nine  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
This  Chapel  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  last  year, 
and  is  now  one  of  the  most  spacious  and  beautiful  of  our  coun- 
try Churches.  Some  five  hundred  persons  were  seated  in  ifc 
daring  the  service,  and  there  was  a  considerable  number  out 
of  doors,  who  could  find  no  place  within.  The  accommodation 
provided  here  for  the  colored  part  of  the  congregation  is  unu- 
sual ly  good. 

In  the  evening,  I  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  Mr.  Pat- 
terson's congregation  of  slaves  at  the  Lake  Chapel.  The  num- 
ber of  Communicants  was  very  large.  His  labors  here  appear 
to  be  yery  much  blest,  as  thej^  certainly  are  abundant  and  kindly. 

May  4tli,  I  consecrated  the  Cliurch  at  Gatesville, — Messrs. 
Snowden,  Patterson  and  Skiles  taking  part  in  the  service.  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  af- 
ternoon, Mr.  Snowden  preached  and  I  confirmed  one  person. 
In  the  evening  Mr.  Patterson  preached.  The  Church  thus  con- 
secrated does  honor  to  the  congregation,  when  w^e  compare  its 
size  and  beauty  with  their  number  and  means. 

May  5th,  I  Iiad  announced  a  service  for  this  day  at  Lassiter's 
School-House,  but  ovring  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  the 
congi'egation  did  not  assemble.  In  the  evening,  Mr.  Patterson 
catecliised  a  class  of  young  servants,  whom  Mrs.  Lassiter  has 
been  for  years  engaged  in  instructing  in  sacred  things.  It  was 
gratifying  to  observe,  in   their  ready  and   intelligent  answers, 
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the  good  effects  of  her  conscientious  performance  of  this  part 
of  the  duty  of  a  Christian  mistress. 

6th  and  Tth,  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  in  Hertford, 
I  preached  twice,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  con- 
firmed four  persons.  Mr.  Patterson  and  Mr.  Skyles  also  preached. 

8th,  I  preached  at  Woodville  in  Perquimons  County,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Lord's  Supper. 

9th,  at  Elizabeth  City,  I  had  the  satisfiiction  of  consecrating 
the  new  and  beautiful  Church  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God, 
Tliere  were  present  of  the  Clergy,  the  Rev.  Harvey  Stanly,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  the  Rev.  Aristides  Smith,  of  the  Di- 
ocese of  Virginia,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Snowden,  Patterson 
and  Skyles,  of  our  own  Diocese.  There  was  but  one  circum- 
stance to  mar  the  pleasure  of  this  service,  and  that  was  the  ab- 
sence from  it  of  our  beloved  brother  the  Rector  of  the  Church, 
who  was  at  the  time  confined  to  his  bed  by  an  injury  which  he 
had  received  a  few  days  before.  Tiie  Church  itself  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  Diocese,  and  is  a  great  step  in  advance  from  the  little 
wooden  building  that  stands  by  its  side,  and  in  which  the  con- 
gregation has  heretofore  worshipped.  On  this  occasion  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  af- 
ternoon, Mr.  Smith  preached,  and  in  the  evening  Mr.  Stanly, 
on  which  last  occasion  I  confirmed  six  persons. 

10th,  P.  M.,  Mr.  Snowden  preached;  and  on  the  11th,  P.  M., 
I  again  preached  in  the  same  Church. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  administered  the  rite  of  Con- 
firmation to  three  liundred  and  thirty-six  persons,  of  whom  six- 
ty-five were  colored. 

The  whole  number  is  greater  than  that  of  last  year,  which 
exceeded  any  that  had  previously  been  recorded.  By  that  test, 
then,  the  Church  seems  to  be  moving  forward  with  accelerated 
progress.  I  believe  too  that  the  persons  confirmed  are  more 
and  more  distinctly  taught  that  Confirmation  is  not  a  ha]f-Vv'ay 
house  between  religious  indifl*erince  and  religious  obedience; 
but  that  it  is  itself  a  solemn  profession  of  Faith,  and  a  Cove- 
nant to  keep  God's  commandments,  and  that  consequently  it  is 
to  be  followed,  as  by  other  acts  of  obedience,  so  by  participation 
in  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  participation  is  itself  a  command- 
raent,  as  well  as  a  privilege  full  of  grace  and  rich  in  benefits. 
I  have  indicated  more  distinctly  than  heretofore  the  number  of 


colored  persons  confirmed,  in  order  that  we  may  better  esti- 
mate the  progress  we  make  in  evangelising  that  interesting  part 
of  our  population,  who  are,  among  us,  in  a  peculiar  sense, 
Christ's  Poor,  and  to  whom  therefore  His  Church  is  bound  es- 
pecially to  minister.  In  that  aspect  of  things,  we  have  not 
much  cause  for  self  gratulation;  while  at  the  same  time  the  great 
success  of  efibrts  earnestly  and  perseveringly  made  for  the  reli- 
gious welfare  of  this  part  of  our  charge  is  a  sufficient  ground 
for  hope,  and  encouragement  to  increased  diligence  for  the  fu- 
ture. 

I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  forty-one  times; 
consecrated  two  Churches;  baptised  two  white  Adults,  ten  white 
Infants  and  seven  colored;  in  all  nineteen  persons.  I  have  mar- 
ried three  couples,  two  of  which  were  colored,  and  have  buried 
one  person.  I  have  ordained  four  Priests  and  one  Deacon,  and 
have  received  two  Clergymen  into  the  Diocese  by  transfer,  viz: 
the  Rev.  Jonathan  T.  Smith,  from  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  and 
the  Rev.  William  Hodges,  from  that  of  Kentucky. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  have  transferred  by  letters  dimissary, 
the  Rev.  Peyton  Gallagher  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York,  the  Rev.  Horatio  H.  Hewitt  to  that  of  Maryland,  the 
Rev.  Richard  Hines  to  that  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  John  R. 
Lee  to  that  of  Virginia,  the  Rev.  William  Murphy  to  that  of 
Maryland,  the  Rev.  Leonidas  Smith  to  that  of  Tennessee,  and 
the  Rev.  John  V.  Stryker  to  that  of  Connecticut.  The  Rev. 
Frederick  W.  Thomas,  Deacon,  I  have  deposed  from  the  Min- 
istry, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  5th  of  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1850.  We  have  thus  lost  from  the  Diocese 
during  the  past  year  eight  Clergymen,  seven  of  them  by  re- 
moval, and  we  have  gained  three,  making  our  present  number 
forty-three.  This  great  reduction  demands  some  inquiry  into 
its  cause  or  causes;  in  one  instance  the  cause  was,  I  believe, 
ill-health, — in  every  other,  it  was  the  want  of  an  adequate  sup- 
port. The  Clergy  w4io  have  ever  lived  in  this  Diocese,  are  al- 
most invariably  much  attached  to  it,  and  many  w4io  have  left 
it,  would  be  glad  to  return.  And  it  may  well  be  so,  for  no- 
where are  they  treated  with  more  respect,  confidence  and  cor- 
dial afiection.  On  the  other  hand,  their  parishes  are  small,  and 
their  salaries,  unless  they  have  some  means  of  their  own,  very 
frequently  insufficient.     I  know  that  there  has  been  some  ini- 
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provement  in  that  respect,  but  this  improvement  hardly  does 
more  than  keep  up  with  the  increased  expense  of  living.  I 
think  it  painfully  clear  that  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  will  be  much  slower  than  on  other  grounds  it  ought  to 
be,  unless  the  Laity  take  into  very  serious  consideration,  their 
duty  and  responsibility  on  this  subject,  and  see  whether  they 
cannot,  without  injustice  to  themselves,  or  their  families,  im- 
prove the  condition  of  these,  the  Ministers  of  Christ,  and  their 
own  spiritual  guides,  consolers  and  instructers. 

One  method  of  accomplishing  this  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  be- 
coming much  more  generally  adopted  in  this  Diocese:  it  is  the 
building,  or  otherwise  procuring,  Parsonages.  Since  I  have 
been  your  Bishop,  the  number  of  Parsonages  has  greatly  in- 
creased;— five  years  ago  only  Eden  ton,  Pittsborough,  Fayette- 
ville,  Wilmington  and  Kaleigh.  Since  then  Emmanuel  Church, 
Warrenton,  and  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington,  have  obtain- 
ed most  excellent  Kectories,  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  at  Chapel 
Hill,  has  one  now  likewise,  so  has  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hills- 
borough, so  has  St.  John's,  Williamsborough,  Christ  Church, 
Newbern,  St.  James's  Church,  Lenoir,  in  Caldwell  County,  the 
united  Parishes  of  Christ  Church  and  St.  Andrew's  in  Rowan, 
St.  Thomas's  Church,  Windsor,  the  new  Parish  of  St.  David's, 
in  Washington  County,  and  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Jack- 
son. Grace  Church,  Morganton,  has  either  secured  one,  or  is 
about  to  do  so.  The  wisdom  of  this  course  is  not  less  certain, 
than  its  kindness  and  consideration  for  the  proper  wants  of  the 
clergy;  a  Minister  to  feel  at  home  in  a  Parish,  must  have  a 
home.  A  man  turned  out  of  his  house  in  mid-winter,  with  a 
slender  income,  and  constant  occupation  of  his  time  to  prevent 
him  from  readily  procuring  another,  will  be  easily  pursuaded 
to  seek  refuge  in  even  a  distant  Parish  where  a  home  is  offered 
him. 

As  bearing  on  the  subject  of  a  supply  of  Clergymen,  I  must 
commend  to  the  attention,  and  the  more  full  support,  both  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity ^  the  interests  of  our  Education  board.  It 
has  been  but  a  short  time  in  existence,  and  yet  has  alread}^  ac- 
complished much  good.  It  is  clear  that  we  cannot  depend  on  the 
sons  of  the  rich  exclusively  to  be  our  Ministers,  and  that  if  the 
poor  are  to  be  educated  in  any  important  degree  for  that  Holy 
Function,  they  must  be  aided.     Our  Board  is  now  actually  as- 
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Bisting  five  young  men  in  preparing  for  tlie  Ministry,  and  ap- 
plication was  made  in  another  case  which  ought  to  have  beea 
granted  if  possible,  and  was  yet  necessarily  refused  for  a  time, 
for  want  of  means.  On  this  subject,  I  know  that  I  have  simply 
to  state  the  necessity,  in  order  to  procure  increased  attention 
to  the  object,  and  a]argersupi)ly  of  means  for  its  accomplishment. 

A  number  of  changes  has  occurred  in  the  Parislies  in  the 
Diocese,  but  as  they  mainly  resulted  from  the  removal  of 
Clergymen,  they  leave  several  vacancies. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Roberts  is  laboring  as  a  Missionary  at  Trinity 
Cliurch,  Beaufort  County,  and  at  Greenville.  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Halifax,  has  been  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
William  Murphy.  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte,  is  at  present  also  va- 
cant, though  I  hope  to  see  it  soon  supplied.  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Xinston,  is  about  to  be  enlarged  or  rebuilt,  and  the  Yestry  aro 
of  opinion  that  for  the  time  this  is  going  on,  services  had  best 
be  suspended.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisburg,  is  still  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sutton,  conjointly  with  St.  Ste]>hen'3 
Church,  Oxford.  But  this  arrangement  will  soon  terminate,  as 
he  wishes  to  devote  himself  to  the  latter,  with  some  Missionary 
Stations  near  it.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Prout  has  resigned  St.  James's 
Church,  Lenoir,  and  accepted  the  united  charge  of  St.  John's, 
Williamsborough,  and  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  \vhich 
bad  been  left  vacant  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hines  leaving  the  Dio- 
cese. Lenoir  is  still  vacant.  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton, 
vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Leonidas  Smith,  has  been 
recently  taken  in  charge  by  the  Rev.  William  Hodges,  late  of 
the-DIocese  of  Kentucky,  who  has  been  just  received  into  this 
Diocese.  The  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Leaksville,  is  now  va- 
cant. Grace  Church,  Morganton,  which  in  September  last  ob- 
tained the  services  of  the  Rev.  Henry  F.  Greene,  (who  had  been 
compelled  to  resign  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  by 
ill  health,)  and  which,  under  the  influence  of  his  remarkable 
zeal  and  devotion  to  his  great  work,  was  beginning  to  mako 
most  eiiCouraging  progress,  has  been  again  checked  by  his  ina- 
bility to  labor,  and  consequent  resignation  of  his  charge,  be- 
cause of  the  return  of  some  of  the  most  threatening  symptoms 
of  his  disease.  He  is  now  trying,  with  most  salutary  results, 
the  warmer  climate  of  Florida,  and  I  trust  will  soon  be  restored 
to  us  wMth  renewed  strength  for  the  work  he  loves  so  well.  There 
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is  reason  to  Lope  that  the  Cliiircb  at  Morganton  will  soon  be 
filled  by  one  already  well  and  favorably  known  to  the  Diocese; 
and  that  at  JS^ewbern  is  very  prosperous  under  the  care  of  the 
Eev.  T.  G.  Ilanghton. 

I  have  received,  during  the  year,  notice  of  the  deposition 
from  the  Ministry  of  Alsop  Woodward,  late  a  Presbyter  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina;  of  Daniel  Falloon  Hutchinson,  late 
a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa;  of  David  C.  Maybin,  late  a 
Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky;  of  George  C.  Foote,late 
a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  and  of  Samuel  B. 
Seaman,  late  a  Deacon  of  the  same  Diocese. 

There  are  at  present  ten  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders  in 
tlie  Diocese,  viz:  Eeginald  Heber  Murphy,  Luther  Eborn,  Hen- 
ry Augustus  Skinner,  Walter  Weir,  George  W.  Whitfield,  Lu- 
cian  Holmes,  William  C.  Hunter,  Maurice  H.  Vaughan,  An- 
gelo  A.  Benton,  and  James  Wood  Jolms;  and  one  Candidate 
fjr  Priest's  Oi'ders,  viz:  Henry  Augustus  Skinner. 

In  conclusion,  I  must,  with  all  humility,  beseech  you,  my 
brethren,  both  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  abound  more  and 
more  in  labors  and  in  prayers,  that  the  work  of  God  may  be 
more  largely  prospered  among  us;  that  the  present  slow  rate  of 
progress  of  Divine  Truth  may  be  quickened,  and  that  we  our- 
selves may  be  better  fitted  to  meet  our  great  Account.

Mr.  Josiah  Collins  asked  to  be  excused  from  serviog  on  the 
Committee  of  Finance,  which  was,  on  motion,  granted,  and 
Dr.  Thos.  D.  Warren  appointed  in  his  place. 

Hev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  asked  leave  to  be  excused  from 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  On  mo- 
tion, leave  was  granted,  and  the  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Wetmore  was 
placed  on  that  Committee. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

Morning  Prayers  were  said  by  the  Eev.  R.  W.  Barber,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  George  Patterson,  and  a  Sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  A.  Smedes,  D.  D.,  from  the  1st  Epistle  of  St.  Paul  to 
Timothy,  Ist  chapter  and  3d  verse. 

After  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President. 

The  Rev.  R.  B.  Drane,  D.  D.,  made  the  following  Report 
from  the  Education  Committee,  and  submitted  the  Report  of 
Thomas  H.  Wright,  Treasurer  of  the  Education  Committee. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

The  Education  Committee  submits  the  following  statement  of  the  resources 
placed  in  their  hands,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the 
trust  committed  to  their  care  during  the  past  Conventional  year.  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year  there  was  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  amounting  to  $469 
90.  By  a  collection  at  the  last  Convention,  and  by  contributions  received  from 
fo^r  of  our  Parishes,  this  amount  was  increased  to  the  sum  of  $802  85 — of 
which  $375  have  been  paid  to  the  Beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Committee; 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $427  85,  which  is  barely 
BuflBcient  to  meet  the  present  obligations  of  the  Committee.  The  five  shares  of 
Plank  Road  Stock,  mentioned  in  the  Treasurer's  last  report,  have  paid  no  divi- 
dend the  past  year.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  two  additional  Bene- 
ficiaries were  added  to  our  list;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  number  might  soon  be 
further  increased  if  the  means  of  the  Committee  would  justify  it.  Their  present 
number  is  five. 

The  foregoing  is  indeed  but  a  small  account  to  render  of  an  agency  upon  which 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  has  such  large  claims,  and  which  in  return  has  so 
great  claims  upon  the  liberality  of  the  Church.  If  this  Committee  is  to  accom- 
plish the  objects  for  which  it  was  formed,  it  is  plain  that  its  patronage  must  be 
much  more  extended  and  regular  than  it  has  been  heretofore.  Those  who  feel 
ftn  interest  in  its  success  must  co-operate  more  decidedly;  and  the  Committee 
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feel  that  they  would  be  wanting  in  their  duty,  did  they  not  thus  distinctly  and 
emphatically  state  their  convictions  in  relation  to  this  subject.  Our  Beneficiaries 
cannot  be  suppoi'ted  and  educated  without  competent  means.  We  trust  therefore 
that  when  our  Christian  brethren  reflect  upon  the  subject,  their  consciences  will 
conspire  with  their  sympathies  to  ensure  their  increased  efforts  in  our  behalf. 
Let  them  ask  themselves  in  candor  and  sincerity  whether  their  contributions 
have  been  proportioned  to  the  magnitude  of  this  object,  and  to  the  means  with 
which  Providence  has  blessed  them.  Let  them  ask  themselves,  not  only  what 
they  have  done,  but  what  they  can  and  ought  to  do  in  so  good  a  cause. 

To  the  Clergy  especially  would  the  Committee  appeal  with  solicitude  and  im- 
portunity on  this  subject.  They,  better  than  any  others,  know  the  importance 
of  the  work  which  the  Church  has  committed  to  our  care;  and  we  earnestly  en- 
treat them  to  lend  us  their  aid,  by  spreading  our  cause  frequently  and  urgently, 
as  it  deserves,  before  the  people  of  their  respective  cures — by  explaining  it  in 
their  private  intercourse,  and  by  embodying  its  interests  in  their  prayers.  Let 
them  not  be  discouraged  from  attempting  any  thing,  because  they  cannot  ac- 
complish as  much  as  they  would  desire.  They  may  perhaps  discover  that  they 
have  wronged  their  people  by  distrust,  and  thus  have  been  standing  between 
their  liberality  and  the  treasury  of  the  Lord.  They  certainly  can  never  remove 
their  responsibility,  until  they  have  faithfully  and  perseveringly  made  the  ex- 
periment; and  then  if  it  be  but  a  pittance  which  they  are  commissioned  to  bear, 
their  duty  is  performed  and  their  consciences  clear. 

If  clergy  and  laity  will  but  act  on  the  foregoing  suggestions,  the  Committee 
are  sanguine,  that  at  the  close  of  another  year,  they  shall  have  the  satisfaction 
to  announce  that  new  prosperity  has  been  added  to  the  cause  in  which  they  are 
engaged,  and  to  congratulate  the  Diocese  on  the  prospect  of  a  steady  increase  in 
the  ranks  of  its  clergy.

Of  the  sum  above  reported  as  raised  for  Parochial  purposes,  $500  were  ex- 
pended as  payment  in  part  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  Organ,  which  has  proved 
to  be  an  excellent  instrument,  with  the  aid  of  which  the  Choir  have  been  able  to 
make  the  musical  services  of  the  Church  very  impressive. 

The  ladies  of  the  congregation,  also,  have  provided  new  vestments,  basics  for 
collecting  the  alms  of  the  people,  and  a  very  handsome  Bible  for  the  Desk. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  feel  decidedly  encouraged  in  my  labors,  and  in  the  present 
state  of  things  long  for  strength  to  give  more  religious  services,  which,  I  have 
no  doubt,  would  be  attended  with  an  increase  of  grace.

Four  windows  of  this  Church  having  been  destroyed  by  a  violent  wind  last 
Fall,  their  places  have  been  filled  with  stained  glass;  i.  e.  the  triplet  in  the  Chan- 
cel contains  emblems  significant  of  the  great  christian  verities,  and  the  other 
window  in  the  West  end  is  beautifully  ornamented,  having  a  rich  border  filled 
with  a  ground-work  of  fleur  de  lis.  The  effect  of  these  four  windows  is  very 
excellent.  They  are  quiet  but  ceaseless  teachers:  they  "rain  a  religious  influ- 
ence" in  the  holy  place,  and  sober  and  soften  and  elevate  the  feelings  of  those 
who  come  to  worship  there. 

I  cannot  omit  to  express  my  satisfaction,  I  might  say  my  gratitude,  to  the 
manufacturer  of  this  work,  Owen  Doremus,  Esq.  of  New  Jersey,  who,  for  the 
small  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  has  done  so  much  for  us. 

At  St.  Barnabas,  Woodville,  the  services  have  been  kept  up  in  accordance 
with  the  arrangement  reported  at  the  last  Convention.  No  official  acts  requiring 
to  be  here  recorded. 

Gates  County  has  been  without  a  regular  Minister  since  last  Convention.  I 
have  visited  it  three  times  and  officiated  eleven  times  in  Divine  service  and 
preaching.  I  have  baptised  there  2  colored  Infants,  2  white  Infants,  2  white 
Adults  and  1  colored  Adult;  and  married  one  couple.  St.  Mary's  Church,  Gates- 
ville,  has  just  been  Consecrated,  being  well  carpeted  in  aisle  and  chancel,  hav- 
ing a  good  fence,  and  being  free  from  debt.

It  would  have  been  gratifying  to  the  Rector  could  he  have  presented  to  his 
Bishop  a  more  encouraging  report  than  the  above.  But  he  humbly  trusts  that 
its  meagre  appearance  has  not  been  the  result  of  a  want  of  fidelity  on  his  part. 
In  other  respects,  however,  he  has  great  reason  to  be  encouraged.  He  has  been 
enabled  to  erect  a  Church  edifice,  during  the  year,  which  when  completed,  will 
be  one  of  the  greatest  ornaments  to  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  The  work  is 
now  sufficiently  advanced  to  render  the  building  perfectly  comfortable  to  wor- 
ship in,  and  has  cost  the  sum  of  about  $3000.  To  complete  the  work  will  cost 
about  as  much  more,  with  furniture. 

A  bell  has  been  purchased  and  is  expected  by  the  first  vessel  from  New  York. 
We  are  indebted  to  our  friends  in  New  York  for  a  large  proportion  of  the  means 
to  make  this  purchase.  The  congregation  is  gradually  on  the  increase,  and 
there  is  a  class  desirous  of  receiving  Confirmation.  In  the  rear  and  nigh  the 
Church,  he  has  erected  a  comfortable  school-house,  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date 80  scholars.  The  school  is  entitled  'St.  Paul's  School,'  and  has  both  a  male 
and  female  department.  It  is  conducted  by  the  Rector  with  two  assistants,  and 
now  numbers  about  30  scholars.  With  this  instrumentality,  and  two  Bible 
classes,  one  of  whites  and  the  other  of  colored  persons,  he  hopes  so  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  his  other  ministrations  as  to  produce,  through  the  Divine  bless- 
ing, a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  Church  members.

Morning  Prayers  were  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wetmore,  assist- 
ed by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Haughton.  During  the  Service,  an  Adult 
(colored)  was  Baptised.  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mott,  from  St.  Matthew's  Gospel,  11th  chapter,  38th  verse. 

After  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order. 

Dr.  Mason  resumed  the  reading  of  the  Report  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons.  After  some  discussion,  the  Report  was 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday,  9  o'clock. 

Dr.  Curtis  made  the  following  Report  on  the  subject  of  the 
University  of  the  South: 

REPORT  ON  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  attend  a  Convention  of  Delegates  from  the 
States  South  of  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Missouri,  to  confer  upon  the  propriety, 
and  to  devise  the  means,  of  establishing  a  Southern  University  of  the  highest 
possible  character,  under  the  control  of  the  Church,  respectfully  report,  that 
they  were  present  at  the  preliminary  meeting  near  Chattanooga,  in  July,  and 
also  at  an  adjourned  nieeting  in  Montgomery  in  November  last.  The  action  of 
these  meetings  has  been  p-ablished  in  full  detail  and  distributed  through  the  Dio- 
ceses united  in  this  enterprize;  so  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  your  Delegates  to 
oflFer  any  further  account  of  their  proceedings  than  is  found  in  the  Journals  is- 
sued by  the  Secretary  under  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  "The  Univer- 
sity of  the  South,"  Your  Delegates  will  therefore  only  add,  that  the  purpose 
and  action  of  said  Board  have  their  hearty  approval,  and  they  earnestly  com- 
mend this  enterprize  of  a  Southern  University  to  the  favor  and  patronage  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina.

$156  94. 

The  Rite  of  Confirmation  was  administered  to  2  white  and 
8  colored,  making  10. 


Monday,  May  17. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Prayers  were  said  by  the  Bishop. 

Rev.  Henr}^  A.  Skinner  and  Rev.  Lncian  Holmes  took  their 
seats  as  members  of  tho  Convention. 
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The  Kev.  E.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the 
delegation  from  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  introduced  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention,  having  learned  the  death  of 
the  Right  Rev'd  George  W.  Freeman,  D.  J).,  late  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  South 
West,  cannot  withhold  the  expression  of  their  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  one  who  was 
so  long  and  so  truly  esteemed  as  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese — esteemed  for  the 
qualities  of  the  man  as  well  as  of  the  Christian  Minister. 

Resolved,  That  while  the  members  of  this  Convention  bow  with  submission  to 
the  will  of  Divine  Providence,  which  has  removed  the  late  Bishop  from  his  labors 
on  earth  to  the  peace  and  tranquility  preparatory  to  a  joyful  resurrection,  they 
are  deeply  sensible  of  the  loss  the  Church  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  one  who 
so  long,  so  faithfully,  so  constantly,  and  wisely,  discharged  his  duties  in  every 
Order  of  the  Ministry, 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  hereby  express  their  sincere 
sympathy  with  the  friends  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  and  tender  their  con- 
dolence for  the  loss  sustained. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to  send  a  copy 
of  these  resolutions  to  the  Rev.  Andrew  Freeman,  son  of  the  late  Bishop.  "*

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  respectfully  submit 
the  following  Report  of  their  proceedings  since  the  Convention  of  1857: 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Salisbury  at  the  Convention  of  1857,  testimonials  were 
granted  to  Benjamin  S.  Bronson  and  George  B.  "Wetmore,  Candidates  for  Priest's 
Orders. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Raleigh  on  the  26th  of  December  1857,  testimonials  were 
granted  to  Maurice  H.  Vaughan,  a  Candidate  for  Orders. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Raleigh  on  the  25th  of  January  1858,  testimonials  were 
granted  to  Angelo  A.  Benton,  a  Candidate  for  Orders. 

At  a  meeting  lield  in  Raleigh  on  March  olst  1858,  testimonials  were  granted 
to  Henry  A.  Skinner,  a  (i'andidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  and  to  J.  W.  Johns,  a 
Candidate  for  Orders. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Raleigh  on  May  6th  1858,  testimonials  from  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  S.  Eaton,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  Texas,  on  behalf  of 
the  Rev.  Sullivan  H.  Weston,  as  Bishop  elect  of  that  Diocese,  were  laid  before 
the  Committee,  but  not  being  accompanied  by  the  other  documents  required  by 
the  3d  and  5th  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  the  Committee  declined 
taking  action  thereon,  farther  than  to  request  their  President  to  communicate 
on  the  subject  with  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  Texas. 

At  their  meeting  during  the  session  of  this  Convention,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee have  granted  testimonials  to  the  following  persons,  desirous  of  receiving 
Deacon's  Orders,  viz:  Fveginald  Heber  Murphy,  Luciau  Holmes,  and  Henry  Au- 
gustus Skinner. 
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The  Standing  Committee  would  again  call  the  attention  of  those  whom  it  may 
concern,  to  the  regulation  adopted  iirevious  to  the  Convention  of  1857,  of  hold- 
ing, besides  their  meeting  at  each  Convention,  as  ordered  by  Canon,  these  other 
stated  meetings  during  the  year,  viz:  on  the  4th  Saturday  of  each  of  the  months 
of  February,  August  and  November;  and  they  hereby  again  request  that  all  pa- 
pers requiring  their  action  be  sent  with  reference  to  one  or  other  of  these  stated 
meetings,  as  otherwise  there  will  be  no  certainty  of  such  papers  being  speedily 
acted  on.

The  Finance  Committee  made  the  following  Report,  which 
was  accepted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  FINANCE. 

The  Financial  Committee  respectfully  report:  That  they  have  audited  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer  and  found  them  to  be  correct.  They  refer  to  the  report 
of  the  Treiisurer,  as  exhibiting  a  gratifying  statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Diocese;  with  the  exception  of  the  Educational  Fund,  which  they  regret 
to  say  has  received  contributions  from  only  one  Parish  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion, and  from  only  four  at  the  present  Convention.  The  Committee  respect- 
fully ask  tlie  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  this  subject,  as  one  of  great  interest  and 
importance  to  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  former  scale  of  Assessments,  with  the  follow- 
ing changes  and  additions:

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  ihade  the  folllow- 
ing  Report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report:  That  having 
examined  the  Bishop's  Address  and  the  Parochial  Reports,  they  find  that  during 
the  past  year,  there  have  been  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  white  Infants  and  one 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  colored  Infants  baptized;  and  eighty-two  white  and 
thirty-eight  colored  Adults  baptized.  The  rite  of  Confirmation  has  been  admin- 
istered by  the  Bishop  to  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  white  and  to  aixty-five 
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colored  persons.  The  reports  make  the  number  of  Communicants  to  be  two 
thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-seven  white  and  three  hundred  and  forty-two 
colored;  but  as  there  are  some  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations,  from  which 
there  are  no  reports,  your  Committee  suppose  that  this  is  but  an  approximate 
number,  and  that  the  whole,  if  reported,  would  be  greater  than  this.  There  are 
reported  eighty  marriages  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  funerals.  So  few 
of  the  Parishes  report  the  number  of  Catechumens,  that  those  reported  are  not 
here  given;  as  from  them  no  estimate  could  be  formed  of  the  real  number.  Con- 
tributions for  various  puiposes,  Parochial,  Diocesan  and  general,  are  reported 
to  the  amount  of  $21,841  10. 

The  whole  number  of  baptisms  reported  amount  to  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
four.  Whole  number  of  confirmations  three  hundred  and  thirty-six.  Whole 
number  of  Communicants  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine.  Four 
Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests,  and  one  person  ordained  Deacon.  Two 
Clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese  by  letters  dimissory.  One  Dea- 
con has  been  deposed.  There  are  ten  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders  in  the 
Diocese.  Two  Churches  have  been  consecrated  and  the  number  of  Rectories  in- 
creased, so  that  now  in  sixteen  Parishes  there  is  a  fixed  home  provided  for  the 
Pastor, 

From  these  facts  your  Committee  have  good  reason  to  infer,  that  the  Church 
is  making  steady  progress  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  blessing  of  God  is  rest- 
ing upon  her.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  confirmed  and  in  the 
additions  to  the  Communion,  over  that  reported  for  last  year: — there  is  a  sur- 
plus in  the  Missionary  Fund,  so  that  we  have  means  to  send  more  Missionaries 
into  the  field  of  labor  whenever  they  can  be  obtained;  and  there  is  in  operation 
a  society  whose  aim  and  purpose  it  is  to  build  Churches  in  all  the  destitute 
places  of  our  Diocese.  In  view  of  these  facts,  your  Committee  would  beg  leave 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  to  the  earnest  appeal  of  the 
Education  Committee  contained  in  their  report,  and  urge  upon  them  a  hearty 
response  and  liberal  contribution  in  aid  of  the  important  purpose  set  forth  in 
that  report.  For  the  present  greatest  need  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  is 
more  laborers  to  go  forth  and  reap  the  fields  which  are  whitening  for  the  har- 
vest. If  we  pray  to  God  to  send  forth  these  laborers,  then  we  should  do  our 
part  in  furnishing  means  to  this  Committee,  whose  purpose  and  aim  is  to  aid  all 
those  in  their  preparation  for  the  Ministry,  who  have  their  hearts  turned  to  this 
good  work  of  winning  souls  to  Christ. 

The  Committee,  in  view  of  the  present  state  of  the  Diocese,  its  peace,  its  harmo- 
ny, and  its  prosperity,  acknowledge  with  gratitude  and  thankfulness,  the  watchful 
care  and  guiding  love  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church;  and  would  here  express 
their  sense  of  that  goodness  which  has  blessed  us  heretofore  and  their  trust  that 
He  will  keep  and  guide  and  prosper  this  Chiu'ch  and  Diocese  to  the  end.

The  Committee  on  the  Eelief  Fund  made  the  following  Re- 
port: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  RELIEF  FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report:  That  at 
5 
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the  Convention  of  1857,  there  was  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $9  75.  During 
the  past  year  the  receipts  have  amounted  to  $532  54,  making  the  available 
funds  for  this  year  to  be  $542  29.  Of  this  sum  $508  39  have  been  expended 
for  the  purposes  designed  by  the  fund,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  of  $33  90.  By 
comparison  with  the  Scale  of  Assessments  it  appears  that  the  deficiency  in  the 
contributions  amounts  to  $73  41,  This  however  is  an  improvement  upon  the 
preceding  year.  Your  Committee  are  gratified  to  perceive  a  growing  disposition 
on  the  part  of  the  Parishes  to  pay  in  full  the  sums  assessed,  and  earnestly  ex- 
press the  hope  that  ere  long  the  contributions  will  at  least  equal  if  they  do  not 
exceed  the  demands  made  upon  them.

On  motion,  the  part  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Constitution,  Canons  and  Rules  of  Order,  which  had  relation 
to  the  Rules  of  Order,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  af- 
ter 8ome  time  spent  thereon,  and  various  amendments,  the  fol- 
lowing Rules  of  Order  were  adopted.     [See  Appe7idix.]

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  pay  to  the  Chairman  of  the

OF  THE 

Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  North  Carolina. 


AETICLE  I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State  accedes  to, 
recognises  and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  and  acknowledges 
its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next 
preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
Each  regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled 
with  a  parochial  charge  in  this  State;  or  being  a  President,  Pro- 
fessor, or  Instructer  of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in 
this  State;  or  being  a  Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention; jprovided  he  shall  have  been  actually  and  canonically 
a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  Candidate  for  Orders 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  the  Convention.  Each  Church  or  Congre- 
gation in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or  shall  hereaf- 
ter be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled 
to  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Yestry  or  by  the  Congrega-* 
tion,  from  among  the  members  of  such  Congregation.  Provided, 
however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of  more  than 
one  Church  or  Congregation  at  the  same  Convention.  Provided, 
also,  that  this  Article  shall  not  exclude  from  the  Convention 
any  Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  resident 
in  this  State,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 
Provided  further,  that  the  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation 
♦which  is  formed  after  a  vacancy  has  occurred  in  the  office  of 
Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  vote  in  the  election  of  the 
next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question  touching  such 
election. 
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ARTICLE  ly. 
Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Ser- 
mon, which  shall  be  delivered  by  some  Clergyman  who  has 
been  nominated  bv  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church. 
ARTICLE  Y. 
A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside 
in  all  meetings  of  the  Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall 
be  present,  when  he  shall,  ex-officio^  be  President. 
ARTICLE  YI. 
A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice 
to  each  Minister  and  Yestry,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each 
meeting  of  the  Convention  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  YIL 

A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
seven  persons,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall 
have  power  to  admit  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when 
there  is  not  a  Bishop,  they  shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testi- 
monials of  foreign  Clergymen.  They  may  call  special  meetings 
of  the  Convention;  and  shall  transact  all  other  business  as  they 
are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,  removal, 
or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Ciiurch  shall 
at  all  times  be  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall 
be  appointed  a  member  of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a 
Communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when 
it  shall  be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congre- 
gation, or  by  any  one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by 
Congregations.  And  when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two 
Orders  shall  vote  separately,  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concur- 
rence of  both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  make  a  decision  of 
the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  required,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both  Clerical  and 
Lay,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the 
following  manner:  The  Order  of  the  (vlergy  shall  nominate  and 
appoint  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  thsjl 
office,  and  if  this  appointment  be  approved  by  the  Lay  Order, 
he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the  above-mentioned 
nomination  and  appointment  a  majority  of  each  Order  shall 
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determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  votes  be  present;  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  Congre- 
gations entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  of  each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 
ARTICLE  XI. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  except  by 

the  concurrent  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at 

an  annual  meetino:  of  the  Convention — such  vote  beino;  taken 

in  accordance  with  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now 
a  member,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  elect  by  its  Yestrj^,  in  addition  to 
those  authorized  by  the  third  Article,  four  Alternate  Delegates, 
to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  delegation  elect  in  the  order  of  their 
election.

CA:N"0]^  L— Passed  Apeil  ISlJ.—Of  Presentments. 
Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Church,  for  misbehaviour, 
shall  be  on  presentment,  niade  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention, 
by  the  Yestry  of  the  Parish  to  which  the  Clergyman  belongs, 
or  by  three  or  more  Presbyters  of  the  Cliurch.  In  every 
presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall  be  distinctl}'  specified. 

CAIN'OK  II.— Passed  Apeil  1817.— Of  tJie  Trial  of  a  Clergy- 
man. 
For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three 
Presbyters,  who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  ac- 
cused person.  The  Bishop  shall  fix  the  tim^e  and  place  of  trial; 
of  both  which  at  least  a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
party  accused;  and  should  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the 
trial  shall  proceed.     The  Board  thus  constituted,  shall  examine 
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fully,  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute  and  accurate  re- 
cord of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  question 
and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be 
substantiated  on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On 
the  examination  of  any  witness,  should  the  accused  party  re- 
quire it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  a  magis- 
trate. In  all  questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  decision.  Having  come  to  a  decision  on  the  charge  or  charges 
respectively,  the  Board  shall  communicate  their  decision  to  the 
Bishop — and  also,  in  case  they  have  found  the  accused  guilty, 
the  sentence  w^hich,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A 
certified  copy  of  the  record  of  their  proceedings  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgn^ent  in  the  case  be  final. 
CANON  III. — Passed  Apeil  1817. — Of  the  sentence  to  le  'pro- 
nounced upon  a  Clergyman  found  guilty  of  Misbehaviour. 
This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  suspension,  degradation 
from  the  ministry,  or  excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced 
by  the  Bishop  and  communicated  to  every  parish  in  the  Diocese. 
CANON  lY. — Passed  Apkil  1819. — Respecting  the  call  of  a 
Special  Convention. 
When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  in  issuing  the  notifications,  to  specify  therein  the 
business  and  purposes  for  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  as- 
sembled. 

CANON  V. — Passed  April  1819. — Concerning  Parochial 
Registers  and  Reports. 
In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention in  1808,  it  is  hereby  required  that  each  minister  of  this 
Church  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  Baptisms,  Marriages, 
and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  Min- 
istry; specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  the  name 
and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  bai)tised,  with  the  names  of 
the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried,  and  the  time 
when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  transcribed, 
at  least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose belonging  to  the  Yestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also 
keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  Communicants  within  his 
care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  to  report  an- 
nually to  tlie  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the 
amount  or  sum  total  of  said  registers,  and  also  the  amount  of 
the  register  of  adults  required  to  be  kept  b}"  the  aforesaid 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  together  with  a  written  ac- 
count of  the  state  of  the  Parish.  Which  reports  shall  be  by  the 
Bishop  communicated  to  the  Convention,  and  read  in  their 
presence,  in  order  to  promote  a  general  knowledge  of  the  state 
of  the  Church;  and  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  Secre- 
tary among  the  records  of  the  Convention.

CAlSrON  yi.— Passed  April  1819.-^^6  Clergy  required  to 
attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  inte- 
rest of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them.  At 
the  opening  of  each  Convention,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  en- 
titled to  seats  therein  shall  be  called  over,  the  absentees  noted, 
and  at  the  ensuing  Convention  they  shall  be  called  upon  for  the 
reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  YIL— Passed  May  1842,  instead  of  the  one  passed 
May  1^21.— Of  the  forming  of  a  Congregation. 

Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  Congre- 
gation of  this  Church,  and  be  received  into  union  with  this 
Convention,  by  consenting  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  these  United  States,  as  set  forth 
in  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  by  assuming  a  name  to  designate 
such  Congregation;  by  electing  a  vestry  of  four  or  more  per- 
sons, not  exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribing  the  following 
form  of  Certificate,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese: 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  assembled  for  the  purpose  ot 
forming  ourselves  into  a  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  these  United  States,  do  certify  that  we  have 
consented  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have 

assumed  the  name  of  ,  [here  should  follow  the  name  and 

place,]  and  have  elected  the  following  persons  Vestrymen,  to- 
wit:  [names  of  Vestrymen.]

CANON  VIIL— Passed  May  I'^'i^.— Respecting  Annual  Con- 
tributions. 
An  Annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation 
in  this  Diocese,  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's 
visitations,  and  the  contingent  charges  of  the  Convention,  and 
likewise  to  furnish  our  quota  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
General  Convention,  which  suras  shall  be  remitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  as  they  shall  be  received. 

CANON  IX.— Passed  May  1S2^.— Respecting  the  Bishop's 
authority  to  change  the  place  of  holding  the  Convention. 
In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient 
cause,  shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the 
place  of  meeting  appointed  by  the  Convention. 
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CANOK  X. — Passed  Apkil  1825. — To  appoint  a  Treasurer 
and  to  jprescribe  Ms  duties. 
A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually. 
He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Con- 
vention, and  sliall  render  to  tlie  Convention  an  annual  account 
of  all  moneys  so  entrusted  to  him.  The  said  Treasurer  shall, 
ex-officio.,  receive  all  money  from  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent 
of  the  Fund  for  the  Episcopate  as  it  may  be  collected,  and  vest 
the  same,  and  all  interest  and  dividends  thereon,  in  the  Capital 
Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CAXGIN"  XI. — Passed  May  1827. — Aiitltorizing  the  Treasurer 
to  invest  the  Money  helonging  to  the  Convention. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  in- 
vest in  stock,  or  put  out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may 
deem  m^ost  advantageous,  all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  es- 
pecially appropriated,  and  all  sums  received  for  the  use  of  the 
Episcopate. 

CANOIS"  XII.— Passed  May  l^m.—Pointi^ig  out  the  Ad- 
ditional  duties  of  the  Secretary. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use 
of  the  members  of  the  Convention,  during  its  Sessions,  six 
copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church;  and  each 
year  to  preserve  for  the  same  purpose,  six  copies  of  the  printed 
Journals  of  Convention.  These  papers  the  Secretary  shall  cause 
to  be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CAjSTON  XIIL— Passed  May  1811. — Relating  to  the  Standing 

Cormnittee. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee to  hold  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every 
Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  this  Canon  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  due  notice  to  each  member  of  the  same,  to  assemble  at 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  each  Annual  Convention. 


RULES    OF    ORDER. 

I.  Upon  the  day  appointed,  the  Convention  shall  assemble 
at  10  A.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  The  Presiding 
Officer  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  cause  the  Pull  to 
be  called;  whereupon,  should  a  quorum  be  present,  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  declared  organized. 

II.  After  Morning  Prayer,  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to 
the  election  of  a  President  and  a  Secretary. 
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III.  Tiie  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  after  the  Eeport 
of  the  Committee  of  Finance. 

TV.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  bv  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Y.  The  reo^ular  Committees  shall  be — 

(a)    The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 

(h)    The  Committee  on  Canons, 

(c)  The  Committee  on  Finance, 

to  consist  each  of  five  persons. 

(d)  The  Committee  on  Elections, 

(e)  The  Committee  on  Xew  Parishes, 

{/")  The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business, 
to  consist  each  of  three. 
The  said  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  as  early  a  period  in 
the  Session  as  may  be  practicable. 

YI.  The  order  of  business  siiall  be  as  follows: 

{a)  The  Bishop's  Address. 

{h)  Communications  from  the  President. 

((?)  Reports  from  The  Committee  on  Elections. 

{d)  The  Committee  on  jS'"ew  Parishes. 

(e)  Parochial  Reports. 

(f)  Standing  Committee's  Report. 

{g)  Committees  ap])ointed  at  the  last  Convention. 

(A)  Treasurer's  Report. 

{i)  i^ "inance  Committee. 

(k)  Committee  on  Canons. 

{I)  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

(m)  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(n)  Other  Special  Committees. 

(o)  Petitions  and  Memorials. 

{p)  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

YII.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  Chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

YIII.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  confine 
themselves  to  the  point  in  debate. 

IX.  ISTo  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  and,  if 
required,  reduced  to  writing. 

X.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  cpestion  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

XL  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  received,  unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  cer- 
tain time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to 
divide;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  herein  named.     The   motions  to  lay  on  the 


table  and  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate;  and  of  these,  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
take  precedence. 

XII.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct 
propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

XIII.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  moved. 

"When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  mo- 
tion to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  No  after  amendment 
to  such  second  amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an 
amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substi- 
tute to  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  ]^o  proposition  on 
a  subject  different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be 
received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

XIY.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  ConventioD,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate. 
A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote  shall  not  be  in  order,  except 
on  the  same  or  succeeding  da}^  to  that  on  which  the  vote  is  ta- 
ken: Provided  always,  that  a  vote  or  question  may  be  recon- 
sidered at  any  time  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Con- 
vention: Provided  further,  that  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall 
be  made  on  the  last  day  of  the  Convention,  except  on  a  vote  or 
question  originally  taken  on  that  day. 

XY.  The  Keports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  received  of  course  and  without  motion  for  acceptance, 
unless  re-committed.  All  Reports  recommending  or  requiring 
any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  correspondiug  resolution. 

XYI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair 
without  debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  deci- 
sion. And  on  sucli  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  without  leave. 

XYII.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the 
Convention  without  leave,  or  unless  he  be  unable  to  attend. 

XYIII.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  mem- 
ber shall  keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 
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RESOLUTIONS  CONTINUING  IN  FORCE, 

ADOPTED   AT   VARIOUS    SESSIONS   OF   THE   CONVENTION 


Resolved,  That  with  the  consent  of  his  Yestry,  it  be  the  duty 
of  every  settled  Clergyman,  not  having  more  than  two  Congre- 
gations in  his  Parochial  Cure,  to  devote  one  Sunday  in  every 
three  months  to  Missionary  labor,  and  that  the  Bishop  have 
the  power  of  regulating  the  time  and  place  of  service. — Adopt- 
ed Mmj  1832. 

Resolved,  That  the  Yestries  of  such  Churches  in  this  Diocese 
as  may  be  destitute  of  Clergymen,  be  requested  to  forward  to 
the  Secretary,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  every 
Annual  Convention,  a  report  of  the  state  and  condition  of  said 
churches. — Adopted  June  1835. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  his 
Report,  the  list  of  those  congregations  which  have  failed,  or 
may  hereafter  fail,  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  for  the  Bishop's 
Salary  and  Contingent  Fund,  in  the  hope,  that  upon  such  de- 
ficiency being  brought  to  their  notice,  they  may  transmit  the 
same  promptly. — Adopted  May  1836. 

[After  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  by  "the  Bi- 
ble, Prayer  Book,  Tract  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese," 
the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese  were  placed  under  the 
charge  of  a  Missionary  Committee,  consisting  of  two  Clergy- 
men and  three  Laymen:] — 

Resolved,  as  the  sense  of  this  meeting,  that  the  Church  of 
Christ  is  the  only  proper  Missionary  Society,  being  divinely  in- 
stituted, and  wisel,y  adapted,  for  the  conducting  of  all  opera- 
tions for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel. 

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principle, 
the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  be  respectfully 
requested  to  take  under  its  own  immediate  control  all  the  Bible, 
Prayer  Book,  Tract  and  Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  should  the  Convention  accede  to  the  forego- 
ing request,  and  assume  the  existing  responsibilities  of  this 
Society  to  the  Missionaries  and  others,  all  the  records,  and  the 
property  of  every  description,  belonging  to  the  Society,  be  de- 
livered to  such  persons  as  the  Convention  may  appoint  to  re- 
ceive them, — and  this  Society  be  then  dissolved. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  Society,  to 
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communicate  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the  Convention,  and  re- 
spectfully to  request  their  adoption  of  the  plan  proposed  tlierein. 
Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  ex- 
amine the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  make  out  a  list  of 
all  the  property  and  of  all  the  existing  liabilities  of  the  Society, 
and  that  the  Committee  report  to  this  Society  at  its  next  meet- 
ing.—J.6Z^/;?;6-^  May  1S36. " 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to 
procure  annually  the  sum  of  at  least  $5,  in  money  or  books,  for 
the  increase  of  said  Library. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  present  tlie  Librarian  with 
a  list  of  the  Books  in  his  own  or  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  un- 
necessary duplicates  may  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may 
know  where  to  applv  for  any  needed  set  of  books. — Adopted 
May  1841. 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a 
Parochial  Cure,  be  liereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  congre- 
gation, in  a  public  discourse  at  least  once  a  year,  the  high  ob- 
ligations under  which  we  lie  to  contribute  from  our  means,  on 
the  principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  recommended  by  the 
Bishop  and  adopted  by  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or 
where  there  is  no  Clergyman,  the  AVardens  of  the  Parish,  be 
requested  to  transmit  quarterly,  to  the  Treasurer,  the  amount 
collected  up  to  that  time  for  Missionary  operations. — Adopted 
May  1844. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  and  Resolutions  of  Conventions  continuing  in  force, 
with  the  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be  printed  as  an  Appendix  to 
the  Journal  of  each  session  of  the  Convention. — Adopted 
May  1844. 

Whereas,  the  General  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon, 
allowing  to  each  Bishop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restric- 
tions, a  due  discretion  in  the  calling,  trial,  and  examination  of 
Deacons,  whenever  he  should  be  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Con- 
vention of  his  Diocese:  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  request  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  to  use  the  discretion  allowed  in  said 
Canon,  so  far  as  may  seem  to  him  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
good  of  his  Q\mYQh'.—Adoj)ted  May  1845. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  each  Vestry  to  transmit  to  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  where 
the  Annu-al  Convention  of  the  Diocese  may  sit,  a  certificate  of 
the  election  of  the  Delegates  to  said  Convention;  and  to  furnish  a 
duplicate  of  said  certificate  to  some  one  of  said  delegates,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  hand  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention in  time  for  proper  action  thereon. — Adopted  May  1S4:7 , 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman 
and  two  Laymen,  be  annually  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  to  be  called  "the  Committee  for  the  relief  of 
disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen,"  whose  duty  it  sliall  be  to  ascertain  and  re- 
port the  amount  of  money  whicli  will  probably  be  wanted  du- 
ring the  succeeding  year  for  such  purpose,  to  make  a  definite 
appropriation  in  each  and  every  case  requiring  aid,  and  to 
make  a  scale  of  assessment,  upon  the  Parishes,  proportioned 
generally  to  the  existing  scale  of  assessments  for  Bishop's  salary 
aad  contingent  fund.  Provided,  that  in  case  there  be  at  any 
time  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Committee,  that  he  receive  the  moneys  con- 
tributed to  this  Fund,  and  pay  them  out  on  the  receipt  of  the 
individuals,  or  their  representatives,  to  whom  the  appropriations 
may  have  been  made. — Adopted  May  1848. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay  the  sum  of  $50  to  all  Clergymen  who  may  be  appointed 
and  attend  as  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church 
from  this  Diocese. — Adopted  May  181:8. 

Resolved,  That  all  sums  received  for  Missionary  purposes,  by 
bequest  or  other  extraordinary  donation,  shall,  if  consistent  with 
the  will  of  the  donors,  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese, with  directions  to  fund  the  same;  and  furthermore,  that  for 
the  present,  and  until  otherwise  ordered,  he  be  directed  to  add  to 
the  principal  the  interest  as  it  may  accrue. — Adopted  May  1850. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  be 
increased,  and  fixed  at  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars. — 
Adopted  May  1853. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  resolution,  adopted  May  23d, 
1845,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  Trustees  for  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  ratified  the  8th  day 
of  January  1845,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes entided  Religious  Societies,"  as  appoints  Levi  Silliman 
Ives,  lately  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  one  of  the  Trustees,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  rescinded  and  repealed;  and  that  hereafter 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when  there  is  a  Bishop,  and  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
ex  officio,  with  the  two  Laymen  elected  or  who  may  be  at  any 
time  elected  by  the  Convention,  under  the  said  resolution,  shall 
be  the  Trustees  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  Act  mentioned. — Adopted 
May  1853. 

Resolved,  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  one  Clergyman  and 
two  Laymen,  to  be  called  the  Education  Committee,  be  ap- 
pointed, of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  Chairman  ex  officio^ 
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who  shall  receive,  take  charge  of,  invest  and  disburse  any  fund 
or  funds  that  may  be  contributed,  and  take  such  steps  as  thej 
may  deem  best  to  raise  funds  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  young 
men  who  may  be  determined  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  this 
Church,  and  report  their  proceedings  to  the  next  Convention. 

Resolved,  It  is  liereby  recommended,  that  a  collection  be 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Education  Fund,  in  every  Parish  of 
this  Diocese,  on  AVhit-Sunday  of  every  year. — AdoiAed  May 
1854. 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  this  Convention  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  pay  to  the  Secretary,  what- 
ever bill  of  expenses  he  may  render,  incurred  by  his  attendance 
upon  the  Sessions  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  some  one 
to  preach  before  each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church,  a  Ser- 
mon on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  directed 
to  pay  annually  to  the  several  Clerical  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  any  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  them  in 
attending  the  meetings  of  that  body. 

Resolved,  That  the  contributions  to  the  Relief  Fund  be  here- 
after distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of 
Finance,  in  regard  to  Clergymen  attending  the  Convention,  be 
adopted,  and  that  from  and  after  the  next  Convention,  the 
Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  such  expenses  out  of  the  fund  for 
the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Convention. — Adopted  May  V^^^. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  any  al- 
teration in  the  Assessments  from  the  different  Parishes,  the 
Clergymen,  or  the  Delegates  from  the  Congregations  desiring 
the  same,  may  appear  before  the  Committee  of  Finance,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  action  thereon,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  Convention. — Adopted  May  1857.
